On March 6, 2010 at approximately 0330 hours, Sergeants Bardon (driver) and Dean 
(passenger) were assigned to marked Sheriff's patrol unit 216S (Chevy Tahoe) 
driving west on Firestone Boulevard at California Avenue, South Gate, when their 
attention was drawn to the sound of loud screeching tires and revving engines about 
30-40 yards south of their location on California Avenue. While at the intersection, 
they saw the suspects in a Honda Accord sedan, 1999, silver in color pursuing a 
Toyota Tacoma pick-up truck, 1997, white in color through the Mobil Gas Station 
parking lot from the California Avenue street entrance. 


As they drove toward the Firestone Boulevard street entrance of the Mobil Gas 
Station, both Sergeant's saw the front passenger of the Honda Accord lean out of the 
passengers’ window and fire a handgun at the occupants of the Tacoma pick-up 
truck as the truck passed by the gas pumps in a northwest direction. The Tacoma 
pick-up truck was ahead of the suspect vehicle, which drove between the gas pumps 
and Mobil Station building. The suspect vehicle (Honda Accord) was just behind the 
victims’ vehicle (Tacoma truck) and offset to the right, which drove between the two 
gas pump islands in pursuit of the truck. The Tacoma truck eventually collided into a 
light standard at the northwest corner of the Mobil Gas Station parking lot. 


As the suspect vehicle stopped parallel to the victims’ vehicle with its front bumper 
perpendicular to the victim vehicle’s passenger door, Sergeant Bardon pulled into the 
Mobil Gas Station parking lot from the Firestone Boulevard street entrance and 
stopped the patrol vehicle just east of the suspect vehicle. 
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Sergeant's Bardon and Dean exited and took cover on either side of their respective 
patrol car doors, as they saw Suspect Avila continue shooting at the Tacoma pick-up 
truck by leaning halfway out of the passenger door window with his upper torso 
across the front windshield. The Sergeant's identified themselves and ordered the 
suspect to drop the gun and show their hands. Suspect Avila failed to comply and in 
an apparent response, repositioned himself and turned toward Sergeant Dean with 
the gun in his right hand. 


Sergeants Bardon and Dean, in defense of their lives and that of the other victims in 
the Tacoma pick-up truck, both shot at Suspect Avila. They requested assistance 
and detained the suspects at gunpoint pending extraction. Assisting units from 
Century Station responded and ultimately took the suspects into custody. 


Suspect Avila (passenger) sustained a gunshot wound to the right forearm. Suspect 
Garcia (driver) was struck by a round to the upper middle back, which did not 
penetrate. The suspects were transported to Saint Francis Medical Center where 
they were treated for non-life threatening wounds. Two additional suspects were 
also arrested, who were seated in the rear of the suspect vehicle. 


Neither the Sergeants nor the victims in the Tacoma pick-up truck were injured 
during the incident. The victims in the Tacoma pick-up truck had fled the scene 
immediately after the truck collided into the light pole, and later detained a block west 
of the location after the incident. 


During the subsequent search of the suspect vehicle by patrol personnel, a Beretta 
pistol, loaded with six live rounds was recovered from the vehicle dash board area. 
The pistol was a reported stolen from a Compton Station Deputy in an October of 
2009 vehicle burglary. 


On February 10, 2011 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable F Committee determined that 
the force used by Sergeants Joshua A. Bardon M.. Brandon R. Dean

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MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by the sergeants were in this incident were within Department 


Policy.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Brandon R. Dean, Employee E EA interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeant's Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts on January 19, 2011, at approximately 
1430 hours. Sergeant Dean voluntarily agreed to the interview without representation. 
The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary. 
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Sergeant Dean said he and his partner, Sergeant Joshua Bardon, were assigned to marked 
Sheriff's patrol unit 2168 as supervisor’s at Century Station. Sergeant Dean said he had 
only been assigned to the station for three weeks, which is why he was riding with 
Sergeant Bardon as a mentor for the night. He added that Sergeant Bardon was the 
driver and he was the passenger of the patrol vehicle. 


Prior to the incident, Dean said at about 0315 hours, he and Bardon were driving west 
on Firestone Boulevard headed toward the Firestone-Florence area and came to a stop 
at the red traffic light at California Avenue in the number one lane. Dean stated that he 
did not notice any other vehicles in the street at the time; however, his attention was 
drawn toward the sounds of screeching tires and a vehicle accelerating very fast. As he 
looked in the direction of the Mobil Gas Station located at the southwest corner of the 
intersection, Dean said he saw a white Toyota Tacoma truck being chased by a beige 
colored Honda through the gas station’s parking lot. He added that the Honda was 
directly behind the Tacoma truck when he sew the passenger (S/Avila) of the Honda 
lean out of the window and extend his body over the windshield in an effort to fire from 
a handgun that he was holding in his right hand toward the occupants of the Toyota 
Tacoma truck. 


Dean said he saw the Toyota Tacoma truck eventually crash into a light pole near the 
exit onto Firestone Boulevard. Once the truck crashed, Dean said he saw the Honda pull 
up adjacent to it with the front passenger still leaning out of the window holding the 
firearm. 


At this time, Dean said he communicated with Bardon about what he saw by stating, 
“Hey, he’s got a gun. He's shooting. They're chasing each other.” Dean said he then 
recalled Bardon pulling into the parking lot of the Mobil Gas Station and position the 
Tahoe about 15-20 yards away from the Honda. Once the patrol vehicle was stopped, 
Dean said he exited and took cover between the patrol vehicle’s passenger door and door 
frame. He then began to give orders to the passenger suspect, who was still hanging out 
of the window to freeze, drop the weapon, and don’t move. Dean added that he also 
identified himself as the police. 


Dean said as the passenger suspect began to turn around in an attempt to come back into 
the car, he saw the suspect’s right hand holding the firearm turn in an easterly direction 
pointing it directly at him. Fearing for his life, and that of his partner, Bardon, as well 
as the occupants of the Tacoma truck, Dean said he then fired his duty weapon at the 
suspect. He added that after firing at the suspect, he peeked out from cover, and saw the 
occupants of the Tacoma truck running west on Firestone Boulevard. The passenger 
suspect then slid back into the vehicle as Dean said he continued to give additional 
commands for him to place his hands out of the vehicle. He said that the suspect would 
comply momentarily, but then would pull his hands back into the vehicle, which 
occurred several times. 
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During the detention, South Gate Police arrived quickly, at which time Dean said that 
he initiated emergent traffic via Sheriff's radio. As sufficient Sheriff's personnel arrived, 
Dean said that the felony extraction regarding the occupants of the Honda began. 


Dean stated that he communicated, coordinated and assigned containment positions to 
responding Sheriff's units concerning the shooting incident. He also advised of the 
fleeing occupants from the Tacoma truck, as he did not know of their involvement in the 
shooting, After the extraction of the suspect’s in the Honda was completed, Dean said 
that the individuals from the Tacoma truck were located one street west of California 
Avenue. It was then determined that they were victims of the shooting from the Honda. 


During follow-up questioning, Deaa said that the distance from where they were at in 
the intersection to where he first saw the suspect vehicle chasing the victim vehicle was 
about 50-60 yards. He described how the suspect vehicle was closer to them and that 
the victim vehicle was west of the suspect vehicle. Dean drew a sketch pointing out 
how the Honda vehicle was offset and staggered to the right of the Tacoma truck with 
about ten feet of distance from side to side. He could not estimate the speed of the 
vehicles as they were traveling through the parking lot. 


Dean said the lighting conditions on California Avenue were not that good. Atthe south 
end of the Mobil Gas Station, the lights were not well lit; however, the light at the north 
end where the Tacoma truck collided into the light standard was well lit. 


At his initial observation, Dean said that by the time he looked toward California 
Avenue, both vehicles had already entered the Mobil Gas Station parking lot from the 
California Avenue entrance/exit. Dean stated that from the intersection of 
Firestone/California, he could only see the front passenger suspect of the Honda hanging 
out the window with his body extended and reaching around the windshield holding 
a firearm pointed at the Tacoma truck. He described the firearm as a dark colored 
handgun. Other than the suspect passenger and driver of the Honda, Dean said he could 
not tell if there were additional occupants inside the Honda. He also stated that he 
could not see if there were other occupants inside the Tacoma truck. 


At his initial observation, Dean said that he could not hear any yelling, screaming, or 
remarks from either vehicle to each other. 


Dean said that when he saw the suspect passenger of the Honda pointing the gun at the 
Toyota Tacoma, it quickly turned into a shooting as he saw a muzzle flash and heard 
about three to four gunshots. He said the gunshots from the Honda passenger suspect 
were directed toward the Tacoma truck. He then communicated with his partner, 
Bardon, who then drove into the Mobil Gas Station parking lot from the north east 
entrance/exit. He added that when he saw the gunfire, their patrol vehicle had just 
crossed the Firestone Blvd/California Ave intersection. 
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After the Tacoma collided into the light pole, Dean said the Honda pulled up adjacent 
to the Tacoma, which was offset and staggered to the right with a distance of about ten 
feet. He said the front bumper of the Honda was perpendicular to the Tacoma’s 
passenger door. 


When Bardon stopped the patrol vehicle about fifteen yards from the Honda, which was 
offset and the rear, Dean said that he immediately exited and took cover between the 
passenger door and door frame of the patrol vehicle. He then removed his duty weapon 
and took aim at the passenger suspect, who was holding a handgun. Dean said that he 
ordered the suspect to freeze and put his hands up. He believed that neither occupants 
the suspect vehicle nor the Tacoma truck noticed their presence. 


In further describing his position of cover, Dean said that he was looking over and across 
the hood of the patrol vehicle at the passenger suspect, which additionally provided him 
cover from the engine. 


While giving commands to the passenger suspect, Dean said that he noticed then noticed 
there was a right rear passenger, also. He did not see the driver’s rear passenger until 
after the extraction. He believed the Honda was tinted, but not so much as to where you 
could not completely see into the interior. 


The lighting conditions at the area of where the officer involved shooting occurred as 
described by Dean were very well lit. He said the light pole where the Tacoma had 
crashed into was lit, and that the car lot next to the Mobil Gas Station had their lights 
on; in addition to the head lights of their patrol vehicle illuminating the area. 


After seeing and hearing the initial set of gunshots from the passenger suspect directed 
toward the Tacoma, Dean said there were no additional gunshots fired from the suspect 
vehicle. He added that he did not see or hear any gunshots emanating from the Tacoma. 


Dean said that the plan he and his partner, Bardon, decided on was to position 
themselves to where they could detain the suspect vehicle(s) at gun point and wait for 
assisting units to arrive; however, the shooting occurred immediately after they exited 
their patrol vehicle. After the shooting, Dean said he quickly transmitted emergent radio 
traffic and took turns with Bardon in communicating their request for additional units, 
paramedics and containment of the area. 


The following is an excerpt of Sergeant Dean’s transcribed interview on Page 13, line 25: 


Quichocho: When you fired your weapon, tell me what was going through your perception, your 
mind frame and ali that. 


Dean: Scared. | mean, it’s 3:15 in the morning, we just saw these dudes chasing another 
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car and fire at ‘em and pull up alongside “em. We didn’t know if they were gonna 
try and continue shooting and execute these individuals in the car and, you know, 
once we tell ‘em to freeze and drop their hands, an individual comes down from 
hanging over the windshield and basically starts to point the gun at us. 


Quichocho: And what was the reaction of the passenger suspect when you were giving bim 
commands? 


Dean: His...]ike facial or just what did he do? 
Quichocho: Right, what did he do? 


Dean: He basically came down from extending himself in a westerly direction facing the 
Tahoe and basically turned and with his right arm basically started to point the 
firearm at us, 


Dean said he did not know if the occupants of the Tacoma had been injured as a result 
of the passenger suspect shooting at them. 


As he was taking cover, Dean said that he also noticed his partner, Bardon, had exited 
and taken cover between the driver's side door and the door frame of the patrol vehicle. 
He said they were both focused on the passenger suspect. He added that by the time 
they stopped their patrol vehicle, the Tacoma had already crashed, and the occupants 
had exited and were running west on Firestone Boulevard. 


Dean stated that his backdrop was the passenger portion of the suspect vehicle, where 
the suspect with the firearm was positioned. Behind that was the Tacoma’s right front 
fender, right tire and Firestone Boulevard. 


According to Dean, the traffic and pedestrian conditions were nonexistent at that time 
of night. 


Dean stated that nothing obscured his visibility of the suspect vehicle as it was pursuing 
the Tacoma through the Mobil Gas Siation parking lot, and also at the officer involved 
shooting area. He said there was a clear line of sight between him and the armed 
passenger suspect, which included target acquisition and point of aim. 


Dean said that he and his partner, Bardon, were in direct visual contact of each other the 
entire time, as they were directly across from one another on either side of the patrol 
vehicle’s doors. He stated that there was no cross fire situation between the two of them, 


During the detention, Dean further described the armed passenger’s non-compliant 
actions as evasive in that after he placed himself back into the vehicle, he disappeared 
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for asecond and then appeared to be manipulating the center console area of the Honda. 
Dean said the suspect passenger and driver also made movements in the area of the 
middle of the dashboard. He also explained how the suspect would place his hands out 
of the passenger window then pull them back in several times. Each time the suspect 
did this, he would make movements toward the center console and middle dashboard 
areas of the vehicle. The suspect eventually placed his hands completely out the 
window and left them there until he was extracted. 


Dean said that after the extraction, he later learned that a handgun was found behind the 
cenier console stereo located on the dashboard of the vehicle.

Sergeant Joshua A. Bardon, Employee #0 was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeant’s Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts on January 19, 2011, at approximately 
1520 hours. Sergeant Bardon voluntarily agreed to the interview without representation. 
The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary. 


Sergeant Bardon said he and his partner, Sergeant Brandon Dean, were assigned to 
marked Sheriffs patrol unit 216S as supervisor's at Century Station. He stated that 
Sergeant Dean was a newly promoted supervisor end was in a mentoring phase, which 
is why they were riding together, in addition having extra supervision in the field that 
night. 


Bardon said he was the driver of the marked Sheriff's patrol vehicle (Chevy Tahoe), 
while Dean was the passenger. On the way to the Firestone-Florence area, Bardon said 
he drove west on Firestone Boulevard and stopped for the red light at California Avenue. 
He was in the number one lane facing west when he heerd the sound of revving engines, 
as if somebody was driving fast. As his attention was drawn south on California 
Avenue, he saw what appeared to be two vehicles chasing each other headed north 
toward Firestone Avenue. 


Upon further observation, Bardon noticed that the front vehicle was a Toyota truck and 
the chase vehicle was an older mode! Honda Accord. He then saw the vehicles enter the 
south side entrance/exit of the Mobil Gas Station located the southwest corner of the 
intersection. 


As the vehicles passed by the Mohil Gas Station building, Bardon said he saw the front 
passenger of the Honda Accord lean out of the window with a gun in his hand pointed 
toward the Toyote truck. At that time, Bardon stated he heard gunshots and then saw 
the Toyota crash into the light pole. The Honda then pulled up next to the Toyota’s 
passenger side, at which time, Bardon saw the iront passenger of the Honda 
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“ageressively” lean further out of the window as if laying across and hugging the front 
windshield. As the incident was developing, Bardon said he heard Dean yelling that the 
passenger had a gun. 


Bardon said he then pulled into the Mobil Gas Station parking lot in a southwest 
diagonal direction in order to assess the situation. He then approached the suspect 
vehicle from rear, and offset to right, which gave thema clear line of sight of the suspect. 
As he stopped his patrol vehicle, Bardon said that his partner, Dean, immediately exited 
and began giving orders for the passenger suspect to drop the gun. 


As commands were given for the passenger suspect to comply, Bardon saw the suspect 
turn and point the gun at his partner, Dean, who began to shoot at the suspect. Bardon 
stated he also shot at the suspect as well. He said his position of cover was in the crease 
of the patrol vehicle’s door in addition to the vehicle’s engine. It was from this position 
that Bardon said he shot the suspect from. He added that he shot seven times directly 
at the front passenger, who was armed with a gun. Once the suspect disappeared into 
the vehicle, and he could not see the gun, Bardon said he stopped shooting as the threat 
was over. 


After the shooting was over, Bardon said that police units from South Gate arrived 
immediately into the area. Once the felony extraction process began, Bardon said the 
front passenger began making statements that they did not do anything and were shot. 
Bardon stated that the passenger suspect was putting up a front by being non-compliant 
with their orders to put their hands up. He said the passenger suspect would 
intermittently place two hands up, then one hand up and at the same time manipulate 
something in the interior of the vehicle. Bardon said that it eventually took about five 
minutes for the felony extraction to be completed. 


During follow-up questioning, Bardon said that their patrol vehicle was about 40 yards 
from the suspect vehicle, while at the intersection of Firestone Boulevard and California 
Avenue. He said the closest vehicle to him was the Tacoma truck, and that the suspect 
vehicle, Honda Accord, was directly behind it about. 


Bardon pointed out on a scene photograph of where he heard the gunshcts from the 
passenger suspect, which was between the gas pumps and the Mobil Gas Station 
building. 


There was lighting from the street lights along the road, in addition to no pedestrian and 
motor traffic. Bardon described the location as that of mixed residential, business and 
mostly industrial businesses. He stated that Firestone Boulevard is a main thoroughfare 
for the area. 
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Bardon indicated that his visibility of the suspect vehicle as it traveled through the 
Mobil Gas Station was clear, and nothing obstructed his view. 


Other than hearing a few gunshots coming from the suspect vehicle, Bardon said he did 
not see a muzzle flash. He stated that he was trying to track the vehicles, as well as the 
suspects actions as they moved through the gas station parking lot. 


Bardon said he vividly heard about two to three gunshots, and then saw the passenger 
suspect reaching with a handgun out the window pointing it toward the Toyota truck, 
as it drove through the gas pump area. 


During the detention, Bardon said it appeared that the suspects were surprised of their 
presence behind them. He said their patrol vehicle was parked about 15-20 yards from 
the Honda. 


Bardon said the entire incident happened very fast and estimated that it was about 10 
seconds from the time they initially saw the suspect vehicle to the time that the Toyota 
crashed into the light pole, which concluded with the officer-involved shooting. 
Because of the rapid development of the incident, Bardon said that he did not have time 
to discuss tactics with his partner. 


Bardon said that as he exited the patrol vehicle, he heard his partner, Dean, giving 
orders to the suspect. By that time, he had already drawn his weapon and then saw the 
passenger suspect pointing a handgun at Dean, who started shooting at the suspect. 
Bardon said that he believed both he and his partner were now being threatened, so he 
shot at the suspect fearing for their lives. Bardon stated that his initial frame of mind 
was that the suspects were going to harm the individuals in the Toyota Tacoma, then it 
became apparent that he and his partner became the targets when the suspect pointed 
the gun at Dean, so he had to protect them from being shot. 


Once the officer-involved shooting was over, Bardon said he and his partner broadcasted 
emergent traffic concerning the incident. He said South Gate Police arrived 
immediately, while Sheriff's personnel arrived within two minutes. 


During the felony extraction, Bardon said he saw the passenger suspect bleeding from 
the right arm. 


Bardon said his backdrop was the Toyota Tacoma’s truck engine, headlight area and 
used car lot to the west and beyond that was Firestone Boulevard. 


During the officer-involved shooting, Bardon said he has target acquisition, and point 
of aimat the suspect. Bardon said there was no cross fire situation, and that he also had 
a light-mounted weapon.
